The  report  for  the  year  1909  sIioy^s  ."i^l  more  missions  than  the  report 
for  the  year  1908.  This  apparent  increase  does  not  mean,  hoYmyer, 
that  new  missions  have  lieen  established  during  the  year  1909;  it 
means  simply  that  more  complete  and  detailed  information  regarding 
existing  Ymrk  has  been  obtained.  Yo  neY"  mission  has  lieen  opened 
since  that  for  the  Winnebagos  in  Yeliraska  in  1908. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  despite  earnest  and  persistent  effort  on 
t]ie  part  of  the  Bureau  during  the  past  five  or  six  years  to  secure  com¬ 
plete  and  detailed  reports  of  the  work  of  the  (Juircli  for  tlie  Indians 
of  the  United  States,  each  year  brings  to  light  Ymrthy  and  effective 
efforts,  noY"  in  one  diocese  now  in  anotlier,  that  have  hitherto  escaped  the 
notice  not  only  of  the  pnlilic  generally,  but  of  the  Bureau,  Ydiich  is  on 
tlie  lookout  for  information  of  fhis  kind. 

During  the  year  tlie  Sisters  of  tlie  Blessed  Saci'ament  opened  their 
day  school  for  flie  children  of  the  Winnebago  tribe  at  Winnel)ag(\, 
Yebraska.  At  tbis  point  a  very  comfortable  and  commodious  church  lias 
been  erected  liy  the  Mar(]uette  League,  and  a  convent,  day  school  build¬ 
ing  and  priest’s  residence  by  Mother  IM.  Katharine  Drexel. 


Incorporators 
of  the  Bureau 
of  Catholic  In¬ 
dian  Missions: 
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St.  Patiick  s  Mission  School^  Anaclarko^  Oklalioina^  for  tlio  Wicliitas^ 
Comanches,  Cacldos,  Kiowas  and  Apaches,  was  completely  destroyed  by 
fire  toward  the  close  of  the  calendar  year.  The  pupils  were  transferred 
to  temporary  quarters,  and  a  new  school  building  will  be  erected  on  the 
site  of  old  St.  Patrick’s. 

Two  neat,  but  inexpensive  chapels  have  been  built  for  the  Mississippi 
Choctaws  of  Oklahoma— one,  St.  William’s,  at  Boswell,  and  one,  St. 
Henry’s,  at  Bentley. 

Duiing  the  year  the  Jesuit  Missionaries  of  the  Northwest  published 
a  book  of  prayers,  catechism  and  hymns  in  the  Nnnipn  (Nez  Perce) 
language  for  the  use  of  St.  Joseph’s  Missions  in  Oregon  and  Idaho. 

At  Jemes,  in  New  Mexico,  the  Church  has  turned  over  her  mission 
day  school  to  the  Government.  In  view  of  the  special  conditions  which 
obtain  in  the  Jemes  Pueblo,  this  transfer  is  not  regarded  as  a  loss  to 
Catholic  mission  interests. 

As  to  the  further  work  of  the  Bureau  and  of  the  missionaries  during 
the  year,  attention  is  called  to  the  following  chronicle — especially  the 
tables. 

WORK  OF  THE  MISSIONARIES 

I  he  visitation  of  the  missions  during  1909  brought  to  my  observation 
some  very  remarkable  missionaries  and  the  highest  order  of  mission  work. 
Such  men  as  Rev.  Bernard  Strassmaier,  0.  S.  B.,  Rev.  Francis  Gerschwy- 
ler,  0.  S.  B.,  Rev.  Bede  Marty,  0.  S.  B.,  of  Standing  Rock  Reservation, 
North  and  South  Dakota,  cannot  be  excelled  as  tireless  and  effective 
Indian  missionaiies  and  as  adepts  in  the  use  of  the  Indian  language. 
Their  honors  are  shared  by  such  men  as  Rev.  J.  AMgel,  of  the  Clmyenne 
River  Reseivation,  South  Dakota^  Rev.  L.  Favreau,  of  the  Ft.  Berthold 
Reservation,  Noith  Dakota,  and  Rev.  E.  EaPointe,  of  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  here  and  there  among  the  younger 
priests  sent  out  upon  the  Indian  missions,  are  to  be  found  a  goodly 
number  who  seem  to  have  fallen  heir  to  the  spirit  of  labor  and  sacrifice 
and  of  zeal  for  the  salvation  of  the  Indians  which  characterized  the 
missionaries  of  old.  Prominent  among  these  should  be  mentioned  Rev. 
Felix  Nelles,  0.  S.  B.,  Ponsford,  Minnesota;  Rev.  E.  M.  Loftus,  who 
attends  the  Catholics  of  the  Sisseton  Reservation,  South  Dakota,  and 
Rev.  William  Hughes,  missionary  to  the  Sobobas,  Cahuillas  and  the 
Coyotes  of  Southern  California. 

The  results  that  have  been  accomplished  on  the  Standing  Rock  Reser¬ 
vation  are  marvelous  and  quite  unlike  those  usually  met  with  among 
Indians.  I  he  general  rule  is  that  of  gradual  and  very  slow  change 
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from  savage  life  and  customs  to  civilized  manners  and  the  practice  of 
the  Christian  religion.  Onh^  a  few  years  ago  the  Standing  Itock  Indians 
were  fierce  savages;  today  those  who  are  Catholics  differ  in  little  save 
color  and  language  from  their  brethren  of  the  wiiite  race  who  are  heirs 
to  many  generations  of  Christianity  and  civilization. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  A  LEGAL  ADVISER 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Bureau,  April  22^  1909;,  the  position  of  legal 
adviser  was  created  and  tendered  the  Hon.  Charles  J.  Bonaparte.  Mr. 
Bonaparte  signified  his  acceptance  April  29,  1909.  The  legal  adviser 
serves  without  salary. 

MEETING  OF  MISSION  BOARDS 

The  Bureau  of  Catholic  Indian  Missions  was  represented  by  the 
Director  in  the  meeting  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  mission  hoards  of  the 
various  religious  organizations  which  was  held  conjointly  with  the  Board 
of  Indian  Commissioners,  February  13,  1909. 

THE  MOHONK  CONFERENCE 

The  Bureau  was  represented  by  its  Secretary  at  the  Mohonk  Confer¬ 
ence  which  met  at  Lake  Mohonk,  Hew  York,  October  20th,  21st  and 
22nd,  1909. 

In  the  course  of  his  address  at  the  Molionk  Conference,  Yicc-Presidcnt 
Sherman  referred  to  the  Bureau  in  the  following  language : 

H:  ❖  J  j^^gl;  -^]pg  nmch  in  a  single  word,  that 

the  Catholic  School  Mission,  located  in  Washington,  is  offi¬ 
cered  by  men  of  education  and  men  of  conscience — square 
men.  *  *  So  far  as  has  come  under  my  observation  this 

bureau  maintained  for  the  education  of  the  Indians  and 
maintained  today  at  an  expense  wliich  runs  away  up  into 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars,  and  almost  entirely  from 
private  subscription,  is  well  managed  and  is  being  con¬ 
scientiously  conducted,  and  being  conducted  in  a  way,  I 
believe,  for  the  betterment  of  the  Indians  with  whom  they 
have  come  in  eontact.’’ 

CONGRESS  OF  MISSIONARIES 

The  Director  read  a  paper  on  ^'Missions  Among  the  Indians”  before 
the  Congress  of  Missionaries,  lield  at  the  Apostolic  Mission  House, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  June  9-11,  1909. 
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On  motion  it  was  agreed  that  tlie  expense  of  a  mission  band  to  work 
among  Indians  be  fni-nislied  by  the  Apostolic  Mission  House  and  the 
Catholic  Church  Extension  Society  conjointly — the  Extension  to  fur¬ 
nish  a  tent  and  other  supplies^  the  Mission  House  to  furnish  a  mission¬ 
ary.  Eev.  J.  E.  Busch^  of  St.  Paul;,  Minnesota;,  guai’anteed  $500;, 
the  missionary’s  first  year's  salary.  A  suitable  missionary  to  under¬ 
take  this  work  has  not  as  yet  been  selected. 

CATHOLIC  SIOUX  CONGRESS 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  FARGO 

The  Director  of  the  Bureaip  accompanied  by  Pev.  Albert  Hegahnquet, 
the  full-blood  Potowatomi  priest  who  is  stationed  among  the  Chippewas 
of  AYhite  Eartli,  Minnesota;,  attended  the  Catholic  Sioux  Congress  which 
met  at  Ft.  Totteip  X.  I).;,  eaily  in  July^  1909;,  and  took  part  in  its 
three  days’  proceedings.  The  Congress  was  productive  of  much  good.

*The  term  of  the  contracts  for  these  schools  is  9  months,  for  the  other  schools  12 
months. 
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It  should  be  observed  that  tlie  Bureau^  on  account  of  these  con¬ 
tracts,  is  not  relieved  of  a  financial  burden  equal  to  the  amount  re¬ 
ceived  per  contract  by  the  schools  which  are  compensated  out  of  tribal 
funds,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  per  capita  compensation  granted 
under  the  contracts  is  far  in  excess  of  that  granted  by  the  Bureau 
to  the  schools  it  supports — the  '^^Trilial-funds”  contract  granting  as  a 
rule  $108  per  capita,  while  the  Bureau  rarely  pays  more  than  $70  per 
capita ;  but  the  Bureau  is  relieved  of  an  obligation  equal  to  the  amount 
it  would  pay  for  the  pupils  in  the  mission  contract  schools,  if  these 
schools  received  no  assistance  from  tribal  funds. 

It  is  but  just  to  observe  that  missions  having  schools  which  enjoy 
‘^‘Tribal-funds’^  contracts,  since  in  such  schools  a  much  larger  per  capita 
compensation  is  realized,  should  he  self-supporting;  hence,  so  far  as 
such  missions  are  concerned,  the  support  of  catechists,  the  building  of 
chapels  and  meeting  houses  should  not  he  thrown  upon  the  charity  of 
the  public,  which  in  its  contribution  of  money,  of  cast-off  clothing,  etc., 
etc.,  should  direct  its  charity  rather  to  those  missions  whose  schools  do 
not  have  ^‘Tribal-funds”  contracts.

LENTEN  COLLECTION 

As  the  financial  statement  for  the  year  1909  of  the  Board  for  the 
Distribution  of  the  Lenten  Collection  has  not  yet  been  issued,  it  is 
impossible  to  give  accurate  figures  as  to  the  amount  received  for  Catho¬ 
lic  Indian  education  from  this  fund. 


ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  HOLY  CHILDHOOD 

The  Association  of  the  Holy  Cdiildhood  in  1909  made  an  allocation  to 
the  Catholic  Indian  Schools  of  $1,600.00. 

PRESERVATION  SOCIETY 

On  April  28,  1909,  the  Most  Beverend  Incorporators  of  the  Bureau 
formally  requested  the  American  Federation  of  Chitholic  Societies  to 
take  a  special  interest  in  the  Preservation  Society  and  to  secure  and 
maintain  for  it  a  meiubership  of  eight  hundred  thousand. 

In  response  to  this  request,  the  Eighth  ICational  Convention  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Federation  of  Catliolic  Societies,  held  at  Pittshurg,  Pa.,  August 
8-11,  1909,  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 
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hold  that  one  of  the  fundamental  duties  of  botli 
Church  and  State  is  to  provide  solicitously^  intelligently 
and  effectually  for  the  welfare^  corporally  and  spiritually, 
of  the  Indian  people  who  were  the  original  owners  of  this 
land.  AYe  commend  the  noble  work  done  for  our  aborigi¬ 
nes  by  the  Catliolic  Indian  Commission,  consisting  of  His 
Eminence  Cardinal  Gibbons  and  of  the  Most  Eev.  Arch¬ 
bishops  of  Philadelphia  and  Hew  York. 

^AYe  recommend  that  all  the  organizations  affiliated  with 
tlie  Federation  co-operate  cordially  with  these  zealous  pre¬ 
lates  in  their  plans  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  great 
work  of  charity  and  justice,  and  we  urge  the  naming  of 
a  standing  committee,  the  special  office  of  which  shall  be 
to  foster  the  missions  among  the  Indians.’’ 

On  October  30,  1909,  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation  wrote  tne 
Director  of  the  Bureau  expressing  a  willingness  to  do  whatever  mighi 
be  possible  to  help  the  Indian  Missions  financially;  but  he  stated  that 
the  Federation  as  constituted  today  can  only  assist  in  bettering  legis¬ 
lation — by  a  national  appeal  or  protest ;  that  so  far  as  giving  financial 
assistance  to  the  many  worthy  causes  deserving  the  same  it  is  power¬ 
less  to  act. 

The  Federation  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  wliat  may  be 
done  to  insure  compliance  with  the  petition  of  the  Most  Reverend  In¬ 
corporators  of  the  Bureau,  as  follows :

On  December  11,  1909,  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Gibbons  sent  out 
the  following  letter  to  all  the  pastors  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Baltimore: 

Bev.  Dear  Father: 

^  During  the  past  year  (April  3rd,  1908),  Our  Holy 
Father,  Pius  X,  by  an  Apostolic  Letter,  commended  to 
the  Clergy  and  to  the  Faithful  of  the  United  States  the 
Society  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Faith  among  Indian 
Children  and  urged  that  this  Society  be  established  in 
every  parish.  To  insure  compliance,  in  this  Archdiocese, 
with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Holy  Father  and  to  assist 
more  effectively  in  inaintaining  the  Catholic  Indian  Mission 
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Scliools^  the  greater  number  of  which  are  at  the  present 
moment  in  grave  financial  distress^  each  Priest  in  charge 
of  a  parish  in  the  Arclidiocese  is  hereby  recpiested  to  se¬ 
lect  a  suitable  person  of  his  parish^  willing  and  able  to 
act  as  a  Promoter  for  the  ‘^Preservation  Society/”  and  to 
send  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  selected  to  the 
Bureau  of  Catholic  Indian  Missions^  1326  ISlew  York 
Avenue^  AT.  APasliington,  1).  C. 

Yo  burden  other  than  the  appointing  of  a  Promoter 
and  the  forwarding  to  the  Bureau  of  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  Promoter  is  laid  upon  any  pastoi/  as  the  Bii- 
I’eau  and  the  Promoters  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the  work 
Avitliout  further  tax  upon  the  time  of  the  parish  priest. 

Should  any  pastor  send  in  names  of  more  than  one  Pro¬ 
moter^  it  should  be  understood  that  such  a  course  is  high¬ 
ly  approved,  though  it  is  not  made  obligatory. 

AVe  bespeak  for  this  Society  and  its  work  tlie  good  Avill 
and  co-operation  of  all  Priests  of  the  Archdiocese,  and 
Ave  praise  and  commend  those  Avho  have  heretofore  estab- 
lislied  the  Preservation  Society  in  their  parishes  or  who 
have  in  any  Avay  promoted  it.

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SPECIAL  LEGISLATION  FOR  ST.  MARY’S  MISSION 
SCHOOL,  QUAPAW  RESERVATION 

A  contract  was  granted  for  the  care  and  education  of  Indian  pupils 
at  fSt.  Mary’s  Mission  School,  Qinp^aw  Eeservation,  Oklahoma,  for  the 
hscal  year  1906,  payable  out  of  the  appropriation  for  education  of 
(^lapaws  made  in  pursuance  of  Article  3  of  the  Treaty  of  May  30, 
1833,  with  the  Quapaw  Indians.  Ao  contract  was  granted  for  the 
fiscal  year  1907,  for  the  reason  that  the  President  decided  that  Indian 
moneys  appropriated  by  Congress  in  pursuance  of  treaty  stipulations 
could  not  be  so  used  ‘hmless  there  is  authority  l)y  Congress  or  some 
determination  by  the  courts,”  and  that  the  ^hletermination”  by  the  courts 
that  such  moneys  could  lawfully  be  used  for  the  education  of  Indians 
in  mission  schools  was  not  secured  until  after  the  close  of  such  fiscal 
year.  The  Bureau  of  Catholic  Indian  Missions  continued  the  St.  Mary’s 
Mission  School  in  operation  during  tliat  period,  providing  support  and 
tuition  for  31  Quapaw  Indian  children,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $2,500.  The 
Quapaws,  grateful  for  the  services  rendered  for  the  benefit  of  their 
children,  by  a  resolution  of  their  National  Council,  adopted  December 
31,  1907,  requested  ^The  CVnnmissloner  of  Indian  Affairs  to  pay  the 
Bureau  of  Catliolic  Indian  Missions  foi-  the  aforementioned  services  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  for  education,  Avhich  is  now  remaining  in  the  Treasury 
unspent  for  the  fiscal  year  1907.” 

No  action  having  been  taken  by  the  Commissioner  upon  this  petition, 
the  Bureau  requested  Congress  to  grant  authority  to  make  the  desired 
payment,  with  the  result  that  the  following  item  was  placed  on  tlie 
Indian  appropriation  iVct  for  the  fiscal  year  1909,  approved  Maj’ch  3, 
1909 — to  wit: 

And  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  for 
education,  per  said  article  of  said  treaty,  for  the  fiscal  yeai 
of  1907,  is  hereby  re-appropriated  and  made  immediately 
available  for  payment  for  the  caie  and  support  of  Quapaw 
Indian  children  at  the  Mission  scliool  on  the  Quapaw  Beser- 
vation  during  the  said  fiscal  year  1907,  in  accordance  with 
a  resolution  of  the  Quapaw  National  Council  adopted  De¬ 
cember  31,  1907,  on  file  in  the  Office  of  Indian  Affairs, — 

and  that  in  accordance  therewith  payment  of  the  $1,000.00  in  question 
was  secured  and  forwai’ded  to  the  Quapaw  Mission  School. 
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LAND  GRANTS  FOR  INDIAN  MISSIONS 

DURING  1909 

The  Bureau  of  Catholic  Indian  Missions^  during  the  second  session 
of  the  GOth  Congress,  secured  legislation  granting  title  in  fee  for  the 
following  described  mission  lands: 


Iiosebud  Beservation,  South  Dakota .  G78.G2  acres 

Bine  Bidge  Beservation,  South  Dakota .  320  acres 

Crow  Creek  Beservation,  South  Dakota .  1G3.40  acres 

Lower  Brule  Beservation,  South  Dakota.  ...  2  acres 

Botawatomi  Beservation,  Oklahoma .  GdO  aci'es 


The  Bureau  also  obtained  the  enactment  of  a  provision  whereby  the 
Catholic  Mission  on  the  Siletz  Beservation,  Oregon,  will  he  enabled  to 
purchase  and  secure  title  to  10  acres  of  land  on  said  Beservation. 

These  items  of  legislation,  all  of  which  are  incorporated  in  the  Indian 
Appropriation  Act  for  the  tiscal  year  1910,  approved  March  3,  1909, 
are  as  follows : 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  patents  in  fee  to  the  Bureau  of  Catho¬ 
lic  Indian  Missions,  organized  under  an  act  of  the  assembly 
of  Maryland  entitled  “An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bureau  of 
Catholic  Indian  Missions,”  approved  April  sixth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-four,  for  the  land  set  apart  to  the 
Catholic  Church  on  the  Boselnid,  Bine  Bidge,  Crow  Creek, 
and  Lower  Brule  reservations,  in  the  State  of  South 
Dakota,  as  follows : 

On  the  Bosebud  Beservation,  at  or  near  Saint  Francis 
Mission:  The  east  half  of  the  noitheast  quarter  and  the 
east  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  thirty-one,  and 
the  west  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  and  the  west  half  of 
the  southwest  quarter  of  section  thirty-two,  all  in  town¬ 
ship  thirt3"-seven  north,  range  thirty  west  of  the  sixth 
principal  meridian,  containing  three  hundred  and  twenty 
acres,  more  or  less;  also,  at  or  near  Bed  Leaf  Camp,  the 
southwest  quarter  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  two, 
township  thirty-nine  north,  range  thirty-three  west  of  the 
sixth  pilncipal  meridian,  containing  forty  acres,  more  or 
less;  also,  at  or  near  Oak  Creek,  the  southwest  quarter  of 
the  southeast  quarter  of  section  one,  township  thirtv-nine 
north,  range  twent^y-six  west  of  the  sixth  principal  me¬ 
ridian,  containing  fort\'  acres,  more  or  less;  also,  at  or  near 
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Antelope  Creek^  the  southwest  cpiarter  of  the  southeast 
quarter  of  section  thirty-four,  township  thirty-nine  north, 
range  twent3’-eight  west  of  the  sixtli  principal  meridian, 
containing  forty  acres,  more  or  less ;  also,  at  or  near  Little 
White  Liver,  the  northwest  quarter  of  the  soiitlrwest  quar¬ 
ter  of  section  thirty-four,  township  forty-two  north,  range 
twenty-nine  west  of  the  sixth  principal  meridian,  contain¬ 
ing  forty  acres,  more  or  less;  also,  at  or  near  Ponca  Creek, 
lot  one  and  the  northeast  quarter  of  the  northwest  quarter 
of  section  seven,  township  ninety-six  north,  range  seventy- 
one  west  of  the  fifth  principal  meridian,  containing  sev¬ 
enty-eight  and  sixty-two  one-hundredths  acres,  more  or 
less;  also,  at  or  near  Saint  Francis  Mission,  for  cemetery 
purposes,  tlie  northeast  quarter  of  the  northwest  quarter  of 
section  thirt^'-two,  township  thirty-seven  north,  range  thirty 
west  of  the  sixtli  principal  meridian,  containing  forty  acres, 
more  or  less;  also,  at  or  near  Little  White  Liver,  for  ceme¬ 
tery  purposes,  tlie  southwest  quarter  of  the  northeast  quar¬ 
ter  of  section  thirty,  township  forty  north,  range  twenty- 
nine  Avest  of  the  sixtli  principal  meridian,  containing  forty 
acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  northeast  quarter  of  the  north¬ 
east  quarter  of  section  thirty-three,  toAimship  forty-three 
north,  range  tAventy-five  Avest  of  the  sixth  principal  me¬ 
ridian,  containing  forty  acres,  more  or  less. 

On  the  Pine  Lidge  Leservation:  The  north  half  of  the 
northeast  quarter  and  the  north  half  of  the  nortliAA^est 
quarter  of  section  fourteen,  toAvnship  thirty-nine  north, 
range  forty-three  Avest  of  the  sixth  principal  meridian,  con¬ 
taining  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  more  or  less,  and  the 
nortliAvest  quarter  of  section  tAvenLy  toAvnship  forty-one 
north,  range  forty-three  Avest  of  the  sixth  principal  me¬ 
ridian,  containing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  more  or 
less. 

On  the  C  row  Creek  LeserAuition :  The  nortliAvest  quar¬ 
ter  of  section  four,  toAvmship  one  hundred  and  nine  north, 
range  seventy-tAvo  Avest  of  the  fifth  principal  meridian, 
containing  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  and  forty  one-hun¬ 
dredths  acres,  more  or  less ;  also  the  north  half  of  the  north- 
Avest  quarter  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  the  soutliAvest 
quarter,  shoAvn  hy  the  tract  hook  to  be  in  lot  eight,  section 
twenty-three,  toAvnship  one  hundred  and  seven  north,  range 
seventy-tAvo  Avest  of  the  fifth  principal  meridian. 

On  the  LoAver  Brule  Leservation :  On  agency  reserve  in 
section  fifteen,  toAvnship  one  hundred  and  seven  north, 
I'ange  seventy-three  Avest  of  the  fifth  principal  meridian, 
described  as  beginning  at  the  corner  to  section  ten,  eleven, 
fourteen,  fifteen ;  thence  Avest  three  hundred  and  thirty  feet 
on  the  section  line  hetAveen  sections  ten  and  fifteen;  tlience 
south  tAvo  hundred  and  sixt3’’-four  feet;  thence  east  three 
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luindred  and  thirty  feet ;  thence  north  two  hundred  and 
six:ty-four  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  two 
acres. 

That  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Interior  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  a  patent  in  fee  to  the  Benedictine 
Fatliers  of  Sacred  Heart  Abhey^  Oklahoma^  for  the  follow- 
nig-described  lands^  now  and  for  many  years  reserved  for 
and  occupied  l)y  the  Sacred  Heart  Mission^  to  wit :  The 
south  half  of  section  seven  and  the  north  half  of  section 
eighteen^  in  townshij)  six  nortlp  range  five  east^  on  the 
Pottawatomie  lieservatioip  Oklahoma^  containing  six  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  acres^  more  or  less. 

ddiat  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of 
this  Act  any  religious  or  missionary  society  now  occupying, 
under  proper  authority  for  religious  or  educational  work 
among  the  Indians^  any  lands  on  the  Siletz  reservation, 
Oregon,  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  ten  acres  of  land 
on  said  reservation,  or  a  less  quantity  at  the  option  of  the 
purchaser,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
acre,  and  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  to  such  religious  or 
missionary  society  by  patent. 

The  Bureau  also  secured  the  enactment  of  the  following  provision  in 
the  Indian  Appropriation  Act  for  the  fiscal  year  1910 — to  Avit : 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  a  patent  in  fee  simple  to  the  duly  au¬ 
thorized  missionary  board,  or  other  ])roper  authority,  of  any 
religious  organization  engaged  in  mission  or  school  work  on 
any  Indian  reservation,  for  such  lands  thereon  as  have  been 
heretofore  set  apart  to  and  are  now  being  used  and  occu¬ 
pied  by  such  organization  for  mission  or  school  purposes — 

by  virtue  of  which,  in  due  time,  patents  in  fee  will  be  issued  for  all 
mission  lands  of  the  Church  in  use  and  occupancy  at  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  the  Act. 

In  pursuance  of  the  special  legislation  above  quoted  and  noted  in 
my  report  for  1908,  pages  IT),  40  and  41,  patents  for  mission  lands  have 
been  issued  as  folloAvs :

ATTITLTDE  OF  THE  GOVEPKMENT. 

President  Taft  in  making  his  appointments  has  endeavored  to  place 
in  office  men  who  will  treat  all  American  citizens  justly  and  impar¬ 
tially,  without  regard  to  race  or  creed.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  with  Pichard  iV.  Ballinger  as  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Pobert  G. 
A^alentine,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  F.  H.  Abbott,  Assist¬ 
ant  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Indians  will  be  accorded  just 
and  sympathetic  treatment,  and  the  Catholic  missions  protected  and 
encouraged  in  the  same  manner  and  degree  as  the  missions  of  the 
Protestant  denominations,  and  that  the  work  of  Christianizing  the 
Indians  will  be  upheld  in  every  possible  way. 

I  very  respectfully  submit  for  tbe  considei’ation  of  Your  Eminence 
and  of  Your  Graces  this  imperfect  record  of  one  year’s  work  of  the 
Missionaries  and  of  the  Bureau.
